The county's contribution to the 


Health Department is about $26, 
000 a year. The State Departmenl 
of Public Health contributes about 
$11,000, which is called a "sub- 
sidy" in the Department's annua 
report. 


The backers of the Health de 


partment will take as their tack in 
the ensuing drive, the fact that the 
cost of running the Department is 
relatively inexpensive for the ser- 
vices gained.

Typhoon Lashes at 
Japanese Mainland 


,366 Made 
Homeless 
By Winds 


Cities Evacuated; 
Storm Rated Worst 
In Island's History 


TOKYO UP) — Violent ty- 


phoon June cut a 300-mile 
wide path of death and des- 
truction across the southern 
Japanese mainland today. 


At least nine persons were dead, 


eight missing and 5,366 homeless, 
vydo News Service reported. 


The howling storm slammed into 


.eeming Kyushu Island with winds 
of up to 110 miles an hour. Winds 
slackened to 90 miles an hour as 
the typhoon roared inland. 


Cities Evacuated 


Three southern Kyushu cities, 


.ashed by an 88-mile-an-hour wind, 
.idal waves and cloudburst rains, 
were evacuated. They are Miya- 
zaki, with 120,000 residents: Miya- 
konojo, 75,000; and Nobeoka, 88,- 
000. 


The newspaper Yomiuri said a 


flash flood may have virtually 
wiped out Miyakonojo. 


Tfie U. S. Air Force said the 


storm center, lumbering northeast- 
ward at 17 miles an hour, would 
move across western Honshu and 
into the Sea of Japan Tuesday. 


Will Miss Tokyo 


Its present course would carry 


the storm through Hiroshima, but 
it would miss the populous centers 
of Osaka and Tokyo. 


Weather experts described the 


storm as even more powerful than 
the 1934 typhoon Muroto, worst in 
Japan's 
history. 
Muroto 
killed 


more than 2.000 people and demol- 
ished 40.000 homes.

Brownell 
Cites New 
Immunity 


Break With Commie 
Conspiracy Now, 
Atty. General Says 


PLYMOUTH, Mass. UP)— 


Atty. Gen. Brownell today in- 
vited reluctant Communists 
with important information 
to come in and make peace 
with the federal government 
under the new immunity law. 


"We know," he said, "of persona 


enmeshed in the toils of the Com- 
munist conspiracy who have want- 
ed to break with that conspiracy 
once they learned its real purposes. 
These persons ha've wanted des- 
perately to resume their normal 
place in society. 


"But, they have been under the 


impression that if they went to 
the FBI and told their story they 
themselves inevitably would be 
subject to prosecution for the role 
they had played in the conspira- 
cy." 


The attorney general quoted FBI 


Director J. Edgar Hoover as hav- 
ing told him in a recent conversa- 
tion relating to the new immunity 
law: 


"Now 
is the time for those who 


love America to step forward and 
be counted. Now is the time lor 
those who erred and who realized 
they erred to declare themselves." 


Brownell discussed the immunity 


law and other new statutes in an 
address prepared tot the 20th Gen- 
eral Congress of the Society of 
Mayflower Descendants. 


Brownell is a lineal descendant 


of John Alden, one of the founders 
of Plymouth colony in 1620 and 
Priscilla ("Why don't you speak 
for yourself, John?") Mullins Al- 
den, 
both Mayflower passengers. 


The, immunity law provides lor 


guarantees of no federal prosecu- 
tion against p e r s o n s testifying 
about subversion before federal 
grand juries or congressional com- 
mittees. Approval of a federal 
judge Is required. The theory i« 
that it may be possible to prose- 
cute more important subversives 
by granting immunity to some wit- 
nesses who otherwise could refus* 
to testify on the ground of self- 
incrimination.

LOUISVILLE, Ky. i/Pl— The Ohio 


River flows past here and some 
say it is 100 years wide. 


On this, the southern side, is a 


tradition of white supremacy and 
racial segregation. 


On the northern side the tradi- 


tion essentially is one of equality 
and freedom, though discrimina- 
tion often exists, stemming from 
community pressures rather than 
the law. 


The farther south you go from 


the Ohio, the wider the river ap- 
pears. You meet people who de- 
clare that it would take 100 years 
more to bridge the gap. 


Some Differ 


There are people however, here 


who do not hold with the 100-year 
theory. 
» 


Mrs. Robert B. Hinkebein is one. 


Mrs. William E. Yeager is another. 


Each has seven children, six of 


them are school age. Mrs. Hinke- 
bein is white. Mrs. Yeager is Ne- 
gro. 


They believe that, given time an'd 


patience, any 
problems arising 


from the ending of segregation, es- 
pecially in the public schools, can 
be worked out with a minimum of 
trouble. 


Last May the U. S. Supreme 


Court ruled unanimously that legal 
segregation in the public schools 
was discriminatory and hence un- 
constitutional. 


Since then, the question for the 


South has been how and when to 
end segregation. 


Admit Them Early 


Everyone to whom. I talked be- 


lieved that the most orderly way 
should be the admission of white 
and Negro children to the same 
school on the grammer school level 
"before they have a chance to pick 
up prejudices." 


Louisville has an estimated pop- 


ulation of 401,280 and roughly 16 
per cent of the total is Negro—• 
largely concentrated around the 
heart of the city. 


There is no segregation on public 


transportation. The city's libraries 
are open to all. So is the Univer- 
sity oC Louisville. 


Negro firemen work and live in 


the same stations as white fire- 
men. The city's hospital is open to 
Negro nurse trainees. The city em- 
ploys Negro policemen. 


Louisville has never had any 


major racial trouble. Two power- 
ful voices—the Louisville Courier- 
Journal and the Louisville Times- 
have, long spoken for what they be- 
lieve is simple justice for the Ne- 
groes. 


Credit Newspapers 


Everyone I interviewed in Louis- 


ville attributed the city's progress 
in race relations to the leadership 
of the two newspapers. 


If integration is to be worked out 


peacefully at the grass roots it will 
be through the initiative of such 
women as Mrs. Hinkebein and 
Mrs. Yeager.

Mrs. Hinkebein lives in a spa- 


cious, nine room house on a pleas- 
ant, tree-lined street with her den- 
tist husband.

federal housing project. Her hus- 
band is manager of a dry cleaning 


plant and has two white men under 
him. The Yeager income does not 
permit a car.

Are We Repealing a Mistake 


of Hitler's? 


Is one of Hitler's major mistakes being repeated in the 


United States? 


The Fuehrer's error had a lot to do with Germany losing 


the war. But it concerned nothing so dramatic as secret 
weapons or high strategy. 


This involved a prosaic matter which has some Ameri- 


cans worrying today—railroads. For wars are fought with 
railroads as well as bullets and bombs. 


During World War n America's railroads moved 90 


per cent of the nation's military freight; 97 per cent of all 
organized military travel moved by rail.

Hitler's weakness lay there, said Gustav Metzman, 


board chairman of the American Railway Car Institute. 
Metzman retired two years ago as president of the New York 
Central railroad. 


"Hitler spent a lot of money on highways, just as we 


have, on the theory that they could move things quickly in 
small units," said Metzman. 


"But he didn't think about volume movements. So. first 


the railroads, were bombed then the highways. When there 
was, a need for any kind of bulk movement, the German high- 
ways just couldn't absorb it."

James K. Knudson, when he was defense transport ad- 
ministrator, said: 


"You've got to build up enough freight cars before war 


starts, if it does. Once a war is on and you're short you'll 
never turn out enough to meet military needs. Germany 
learned that during the last war." 


Metzman said, "We are arriving at a situation which I 


am afraid is somewhat similar to what Germany ran into." 


Because the railroads are not mtking money, he said, 


they're not buying many new cars—and the result is that 
five major independent car-building plants have closed per- 
manently and five others have shut down for lack of orders.

This cabal against the Con- 
stitution was set forth In a novel entitled "Philip Dru: Administrator- 
a Story of Tomorrow, 1920-1935.J' It came out, anonymously in 1912 
The publisher was B. W. Huebsch, of New York. 


He Is now treasurer of the Civil Liberties Union 


and a member of the American Commission for 
UNESCO, the "educational" and "cultural" arm of 
the U. N. UNESCO recently gravely concerned it- 
self with the preservation of the Tasmanian wolf. 


The 1919 and 1920 printings of "Philip Dru" con- 


tain on the title page a religious symbol not found 
on the title page of the 1912 edition. There is no 
clue to the reason why Huebsch made this change 
He is now in Europe. Mr. Huebsch over a stretch 
of ."JO years has been connected with 13 organiza- 
tions which were described by the house committee 
on un-American activities as subversive. 
Five of 


position insist that such descriptions are unjustified and Huebsch may 
want to make this reservation, too. 


House did not acknowledge auth- 


orship of "Philip Dru" until long 
after he had actually planted his" 
first president in the White House. 
That was Woodrow Wilson, who 
started the nation on a course 
away from the Constitution. To the 
esthete House's bashfulness is quite 
understandable. "Dru" is a terri- 
t«e*mess as "writing." Yet it seems 
more likely that House disowned it 
for political reasons. He was by 
then well known as the counselor 
of Woodrow Wilson and his scheme 
repudiated the Constitution 
and 


countenanced civil war and dicta- 
torship . 


Charles Seymour, the Yale his- 


torian, later president and now re- 
tired, wrote a 
compilation of 


House's "papers" in which he flat- 
ly admitted that House did write 
"Philip Dru." He volunteers his 
belief that House had concentrated 
on "the careful working-out of the 
political and social Ideas." Some 
reviewers were "piqued by the dar- 
ing and ingenuity of these ideas" 
and treated the book as a political 
manifesto. That it certainly was. 
It was only moderately influential 
with Wilson, however. House's 
main attack on the Constitution 
was carried out by Franklin D. 
Roosevelt. For this reason, "Philip 
Dru" should be reprinted in a big, 
cheap edition. 


House, nor by inference, Roosevelt, 
to actual .violent revolution and dic- 
tatorship. It might rather be said 
that House e n t e r t a i n e d evil 
thoughts, or let them entertain 
him, but did not counsel commis- 
sion.

In its large outlines, almost the 
entire revolutionary program has 
been put through or is in process 
of being realized under two Demo- 
cratic presidents who have served 
since House turned novelist for a 
few weeks."

thyroid glands and that she has 
been given radioactive Iodine. Na- 
turally, she is anxious to know 
more about this problem and what 
it means for her mother. 


First, I should like to say that 


doctors often use several differ* 
ent names for what is really much 
the same thing: overactive thyroid 
gland, toxic goiter. Graves' dis- 
ease and exophthalmic goiter, for 
example. 


No matter which of these names 


is attached the trouble lies with 
the thyroid gland which is a struc- 
ture of specialized tissue lying In 
front of the neck and sometimes 
extending down a little way under 
the breast plate. 


It is a gland of internal secre- 


tion and manufactures a chemical 
or hormone which is poured or 
emptied directly into the blood and 
therefore carried throughout the 
system. 


AN ENLARGEMENT cf the thy- 


roid gland or goiter can produce 
any one of several different sets of 
symptoms. The enlargement may 
be general and the entire gland in- 
volved. This is called a diffuse 
goiter. 


The gland may be irregularly 


enlarged in the form of growths 
or nodules and this is called a nod- 
ular goiter. In such cases, the 
gland feels rough and irregular. 
It can be enlarged likewise by 
cysts and other conditions. 


Even when enlarged the thyroid 


gland may continue to function 
fairly satisfactorily. But sometimes 
the secretion becqmes excessive or 
abnormal and causes toxic symp- 
toms. Stated in another way, one 
can have a simple nodular goiter, 
a simple diffuse enlargement, a 
toxic nodular goiter or a toxic dif- 
fuse" goiter. 


THE TREATMENT of a goiter 


depends on many factors which

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Sen. McCarthy Nearing 
End of Colorful Drama 
He Fights Efforts of 
Some to Censure Him

WASHINGTON (J) — Sen. Mc- 


Carthy nears the end of the first 
act in one of the most important, 
if not the most colorful, dramas of 
his life: His struggle to keep the 
Senate from censuring him. 


There are three acts in this 


drama: 


Act 1: For two weeks a special. 


*ix-man committee has considerec 
charges — by Sens. Flanders (R- 
Vt), , Morse (Ind-Ore 1, Fulbright 
D-Ark) — that his official con- 
duct over the years calls for cen 
Bure. 


The committee's public hearings 


may end today or Tuesday. The 
Wisconsin Republican, as in other 
Senate inquiries involving him, has 
been the central fgure. But he

The Chairman. Sen. Watkins (R- 


Utah), has kept him rigidly in 
check. 


Plan Conference 


Act 2: Once the public hearings 


end. Watkins' committee goes into 
private conferences to decide what 
to do next. It can turn over to the

full Senate a simple finding of 
facts, without recommendations. 


If that happens, it is doubtful 


the full Senate will return before 
the Nov. 2 congressional elections 
to vote on McCarthy. It could wait. 
It would have the rest of Novem- 


» ber and most of December to act. 


Or. the Watkins committee could 


recommend censure to the Senate. 
If that 'was done sufficiently far 
ahead of Nov. 2, the full Senate 
wouldn't have much excuse for 
not returning to vote before elec- 
tion day.

Any damage he suffered, and it 


might be enough to ruin his career, 
would be in the minds of others. 
Next to unseating him, censure is 
the strongest condemnation the 
Senate can inflict on a member. 


His foes and his critics would, 


no doubt, never let the recollection 
of censure die although, since he 
doesn't stand for reelection, until 
1956, McCarthy by 
distinguished 


work might offset the Senate re- 
buke before that. 


But in that case he would have 


an uphill struggle — against the 
verdict of his own colleagues — 
whereas now he is just a man re- 
plying to critics. 


And the injury to McCarthy's 


own fluency might not be incon- 
siderable. He is fluent, in speech 
and action, driving hard. He is 
what he is, and he got where he is 
because of his unique composition 
as a man. 


Lose Effectiveness? 


But how effective could he hope 


to be again if, before acting or 
speaking, 
he had to stop and 


think: Will this give my enemies 


ammunition 
that might lead to 


some new action by the Senate? 
That wouldn't be the same Mc- 
Carthy. 


For a long time after censure 


he could hardly help being self- 
conscious since he would bear a 
public mark, and all eyes would 
be watching 
to see if he had 


changed his ways or was persisting 
in the ways that got him censured.

Uranium From 
Wastes Told 
To Chemists 


NEW YORK i/B —A new method 


of obtaining uranium in commer- 
cial quantities from cheap indus- 
trial wastes was reported Sunday 
by n Columbia University chemist, 
Victor K. LaMcr. 


The report by LaMer, an inter- 


national authority on colloid chem- 
istry, was addressed to the Amer- 
jican Chemical Society and made 
| public un the eve ot the society'* 
126th annual meeting. 


The process 
utilizes specially 


treated potato starch, lime water 
and other simple, basic chemicals 
to curdle and settle uranium-bear- 
ing solid materials out of slimy 
water that up to now has been a 
useless by-product of phosphates 
manufactured for fertilizer. 


The process has 
been 
made 


available free to phosphate manu- 
facturers fon more than a year, 
and some possibly have adopted it 
without public announcement. It is 
not classified as secret or confi- 
dential. 


Uranium has already been ob- 


tained from high-grade phosphate 
slime, La Mer said, but "th,ey are 
throwing away more uranium than 
they are extracting." His process, 
4or the first time, will enable pro- 
cessors to obtain uranium 
from 


low-grade slime, it was reported.
